My favorite "HTML Editor" is Netscape Communicator 4.7. I showed up 
late for a meeting of my local radio club to find that I had been 
appointed the new webmaster.

This will only give an average "meter movement" which will vary considerably 
depending on one's voice characteristics and the dampening of the meter 
movement. If you rig's power is limited by an ALC adjustment then you can 
be pretty certain that the PEP of your SSB signal will not be any greater 


then the output of your CW signal. Just turning the microphone gain down on 
a 100W rig so that the meter reads 5W only means that your average power is 
low with the PEP still possible at 100W. This will simply sound like you 
have your mic gain down too low and won't work that well, but the PEP will 
still most in likely be exceeding QRP levels.

There has been much concern recently about the potential impact of H.B. 
1148, introduced in the Texas State Legislature by Representative Robert 
"Robbie" Cook (28th District). Hundreds of ARRL members have contacted me 
urging ARRL involvement in protecting the interests of Amateur Radio 
operators in the state. 


Here's the issue: Many Amateur Radio operators fear that this bill, if 
enacted, could inadvertently impose some very difficult bureaucratic 
requirements on any attempt to erect even the smallest whip antenna. 


I have spoken with Representative Cook's office and that was not his 
intention. The bill was supposed to deal only with commercial structures. 
When informed of the concerns of ham operators, Representative Cook's 
office 

invited an amendment to ensure that ham operators would not be affected. 


I have sent the following amendment to Representative Cook's office and 
they 
are willing to put it into the bill: 


Sec. 240.082.5 EXCLUSIONS: Nothing herein shall be construed to regulate, 
nor shall it regulate, antennas, antenna support structures, devices or 
facilities, installed, maintained and used exclusively for Amateur Radio 
communications by Amateur Radio operators licensed by the Federal 
Communications Commission.

I believe the day is not long off, when hams with towers are going to be 
adjudged as "contributorily negligent" unless they've built ground systems 
under them that can "pass muster" with the NEC (National Electrical Code) 
and County/City Inspections Depts. Eventually the insurance industry will 
begin to balk at claims from hams whose installations don't "make the 
grade." Personally i see no reason to place myself or my family ina 
situation where our lives are affected adversely by lightning, even if 
insurance would ultimately pay some or all of a claim. Thats why i built an 
extensive ground system under my tower and throughout the backyard and had 
the electric utility to install whole house transient protection under the 
meter and i use transient protectors at each outlet throughout the house. 
And i still advocate and follow a regimen of unplugging and disconnecting my 
ham station from the antennas and a.c. mains. 

I would strongly encourage all hams to learn all you can from Polyphaser 
and the NEC and any other sources about lightning and intelligently plan 
your stations from that perspective. Contrary to the stated opinions of a 
few, lightning can be intelligently dealt with. 

I work for an employer who has a 500 ft. radio tower with an 800 mhz. 
trunked radio system inside the building at the base of the tower, running 
continuously, 24 hours a day, 365 days a year. In the past 9 years we've had 
one antenna damaged, the transmit antenna on top of the tower was partially 
vaporized. Yet, despite numerous lightning hits, we've had no damage to our 
radio system at all. This is not blind luck. The quality of the ground 
system makes all the difference. 

In instances where extensive ground systems might not seem appropriate, 
such as with wire antennas, i'd find some means of keeping feedlines away 
from the house when not in use, or at least of removing a section of 
feedline, while maintaining watertight integrity.

The double bazooka is slightly more broadbanded than a dipole made solely 
out of wire, by virtue of the larger diameter of the coax. 


I built one for 40m years ago. It didn't work any better than an ordinary 
dipole. 


If you want a broadbanded antenna for 80/75, I'd suggest an OWA cell. 
Basically, it's a dipole with a close-coupled second element. The second 
element is slightly shorter (or longer) than the dipole.

Larry, W1IHUE asked about TR Log. I thought it proper to respond to the list 
because others might have the same question. 


I have been using this program for all my contesting and Fox runs for 
several years. I LOVE not only the program but the support it gets from 
Tree. 


It's not very cheap, about $70 now, and it runs in DOS. On most computers 
you can use it in a DOS window without any trouble but most of the users 
just boot to DOS. 


It will handle two radios and prevent a signal from ever being sent on both 
radios at the same time. Depending on your radio, it will do everything 
that you need to do (control that is) that your radio will allow..... those 
things that are needed for contesting only. 


It is a GREAT contesting program. All the logs are saved in pure ASCII 
files! It has a learning curve like any powerful program does but it's well 
worth learning. Or you can have it step you through the set up for each 
contest and just use it that way. Bring on more features as you need/want 
them. 


I used it on an OLD 386 laptop from Area 51 a few years ago and had it 
keying my NC40a. 


But it is NOT a general logging program. If that's what you want, get 
something else! I'd suggest DX4Win. I could also suggest one other but I 
can't remember the name of it! It is a DOS program and works just fine. In 
fact it's the one I did the QSL labels for about 12,000 contacts from CY9AAA 
to help those guys get that chore done! 


I have never used CT, NA or any of the free logging programs out there but I 
have heard from those who have. It's a little like the old Ford/Chevy 


thing! 
I sure think it's well worth the money but your mileage may vary!

Hi All, 
Ahhhh, a subject near and dear to my heart! 


Here are a few things I have come to believe after driving well over 1 
million miles in trucks (accident free) and quite a few in 4 wheelers....... 


One is that not all people are the same. Just as some are great CW 
operators and others will never be, so it is with drivers. Some can listen 
to the radio, dictate into a recorder, eat a snack, change gears and a hand 
full of other things all while driving in traffic WITHOUT putting people at 
risk. Then there are those who can not do the simple act of driving in 
traffic without putting everyone else at risk! 


Another is that at least half of the drivers on the road don't have a clue 
as to what it takes to stay out of trouble. Just look at the issue of 
tailgating. I'll bet a nice steak dinner that most of you do NOT keep 
enough room between you and the cars in front of you! 


This could go on and on but.... let me say that maybe, and that's a big 
maybe, I didn't get to see the good drivers. And that's possible..... after 
all, I have only driven in about 44 or 45 of the lower 48 and maybe you were 
all in one of those two or three states I missed...... :-) 


I also put some time in as a fireman and was the ambulance coordinator. 

I've been to my share of grinders. (FWIW, every single dead body I have cut 
out of a car has had their seat belt ON.) While driving code 3 I have had 
to operate the lights, siren and one or two radios. There isn't always 
someone else in there with you! 


When it comes to operating CW it's a very simple call. If you can operate 
your AM/FM radio while driving and you can really do it without putting 
others at risk, then you can also operate CW. CW takes no more attention 
than talking to someone in the car with you or shifting gears. 


As to logging..... I don't. I just have nice QSOs. There is no log 
required by law. If I thought I needed to keep a log, I'd use a recorder. 


Paddles??? I have used many. I just set them in the seat beside me. One I 
had to hold with my ring finger (pushing it against my leg) while sending 
with my thumb and forefinger. I once mounted a keyer/paddle so that the 
paddle was sticking up and was right there for my fingers when I had my arm 
on the arm rest. 


A few things are a MUST in my opinion. One is that you must be able to use 
CW just like it was just some other language. If you have to concentrate on 
what is being sent, you are not ready to hit the road! Practice, practice 
and then practice some more. Stop using a writing stick and just "talk" to 
people with your fingers. Soon you will be ready for the road! 


You must have the paddles or key where they are "handy". Your sending hand 
must be available to use on the wheel in a flash if needed. 


Do NOT put anything on the steering wheel! In most states this is illegal 
and at best it's just something to cause you to mishandle the wheel in an 
emergency. Anyone remember the old "broody" (sp?) knobs?? Many a 

wreck was caused when someone got their shirt caught in one of them! 


The thing that is the most dangerous here should be obvious but I've not 
seen anyone mention it....... 


There are times that you will want to LOOK at your rig. To me the very best 
place for it would be right on the dash where you do not have to loose sight 
of the road while looking at the display. Someday someone will come up with 
a heads up display for things like our rigs. Several things can be done to 
help. You can get your extra class license and just tune until you hear 
someone calling CQ and answer them. No need to look at the frequency! Get 
your antenna tuned before you start out. If you want to operate multi band, 
think about using something like the Hustlers that will gang together and 
handle 3 or even 4 bands. You tune them and then forget them! 


Trying to say that mobile CW is safe or unsafe for everyone is just plain 


silly! There are far too many fear mongers in this world. 


When someone said something about the NASCAR drivers only driving and 
talking now and then to the pits they overlooked many other classes of 
racing. The little go fast Indy cars have several adjustments that the 
driver makes during the course of the race. So do several other classes. 


=) 


When someone is reading a map or book, putting a email message in a cell 
phone and other sight intensive tasks, those are not the same thing as 
operating CW. It's apples and oranges. 


One of the things that used to happen in the trucking industry many years 
ago was for a driver that fell asleep and ran off the road to say that he 
had dropped the CB mic and was trying to pick it up! This worked for a 
little while but soon the people grew up and saw it for what it was! 


How to solve the cell phone problem??? That's easy and it's not with more 
stinking laws. Just do it with the insurance companies. If someone has an 
accident, check to see if they have a cell phone. If they do, check to see 
if they were using it at the time. This is all a mater of record and things 
could be set up to make these searches happen. Then let the insurance 
company adjust their amount of coverage depending on use or non use of a 
cell phone. 


But that idea will never get off the ground because the name of that game 
isn't to fix responsibility but rather to exercise control over the masses. 


eae) 


OK, you get the picture...... if you are one of those people who can't drive 
and do anything else, then done. Check your speed some day...... watch to 
see how much it varies up and down. If you can't hold a steady speed you 
are probably one of those who should remove your radio and not take any one 


with you because you can't drive and do anything else! :-) 

And one more thing, just to rattle a few chains...... I use earphones when I 
operate CW mobile. One ear covered and one uncovered. And yes, I do know 
what the law says! :-) (You can also ask me how tall my tower was and how 
tall the county says you can go..... ) 

One challenge to all the fear mongers out there...... I keep hearing all 


these silly stories about how someone with a cell phone scared you but that 
doesn't really mean anything to me. Here are some suggestions to show some 
data that MIGHT mean something..... 


How much has the accident rate gone up since cell phones have become 
popular? 


How many of the accidents that have happened to people while they were using 
their cell phones were chargeable to them? 


How many of the accidents that involved someone who was using a cell phone 
would have happened anyway? 


How many of the people who were chargeable and were using a cell phone 
already had a poor driving record and were at risk even without the phone? 


So someone needs to really look into the problem to get some real data, not 


all this "I saw someone...... " nonsense! 
OK, back in my hole...... and don't bother with flames....they don't impress 
me any more than bad drivers do! :-)

Roy makes good points about having sufficient earth system to dissipate the 
lightning stroke. In many cases of tower hits to our Red Cross ham radio 
installation, (65 feet) Apparently what has saved the equipment, in addition 
to unplugging antennas not in use, and switching off power at a line 
disconnect, (wall switch rated 10,000 amps); was that the tower is grounded 
to a good conducting soil, and there is a sacrificial folded unipole ground 
plane antenna as the highest thing on the antenna stack. it takes the hits 
and transfers the current to the tower framework, as the unipole fold is 
grounded. 


With crowfoot grounds coming off each leg of a tower, you can spread the 
charge out into the soil, and keep the voltage differential within bounds, 
such that the tower does not side flash to another conductor and the main 
body of current goes into earth. Crowfoot grounds are ground straps going 


out in several directions from the tower leg, and being sized to be low 
inductance, and thus an intimate conductor to surrounding soil. It is like 
having radial ground spokes under a vertical broadcast (AM) tower. 


While surge suppressors are a good thing to have, keep in mind that over 
time the common computer type that ustilizes MOVs, (Metal Oxide Varistors), 
and look like disc ceramic caps, will shift their voltage threshold higher 
each time they are hit. If you have a big hit in your neighborhood, you 
might want to do some spot testing of one or another of the MOV type, and 
see if they are still breaking at the rated voltage. This can be done with 
a high voltage and current limited bench power supply, or old tube radio 
power supply with series resistor current limit, and a wire wound rheostat 
across it to tap off various voltage levels. You advance voltage and watch 
a milliamp meter until the MOV just starts to take increased current. It 
you see nothing as the voltage is just below the rated breakdown, the MOV is 
still good. Remember there are DC and RMS ratings, and I believe the one 
printed on them is the RMS (AC) rating. Be sure to convert to the 
appropriate units when doing the DC testing. 


The gas suppressors with coil around them to quench the follow on arc, are 
what is often placed at the main breaker or meter panel. GE, Dale and 
others have made them over the years. These are spark gaps with voltage 
breakdown set by what inert gas is inside the package. The long term story 
on them is some gases, (all) leak through the glass cylinder or quartz tube 
over time, and the voltage may shift. There will still be some finite 
voltage breakdown set by the size of the spark gap inside. You lose some 
protection, but not all. I am not sure if there is some other method to 
check these, but the currrent monitoring of an advancing DC voltage as above 
will work even with those sealed in metal cans, which are common. ( The cans 
have a conduit pipe fitting and screw into the side of the electrical box or 
meter box.) 


Don't just throw up your hands and do nothing for your station. Read 
Polyphasor and other sources on lightning protection. (Lightning 
Elimination Associates) At the very LEAST, put a ground wire completely 
around your house buried as deep as you can, at least a foot. Connect all 
your grounds to it If made to be 200 feet circumerence and no. 10, which is 
available at Home Depot, or even better no. 6 copper, you will attain (in 
poor soil) , (rocky limestone, alkaline soils), 10 ohms earth impedance, 
which is a long way along the road to having an earth ground. In 9M2 land, 
the power company would have been happy to have 10 ohms on a substation, but 
in the tropics it is almost impossible. (Soils leach out conductive 
components in daily rain, and will not conduct well).
